Hate and revenge should have no part in a settlement with 


our affairs with Germany and jet it would seem like a travesty 
t>n justice if Germany should seize the opportunity presented by 
President Wilson to withdraw her armies from French and Bel- 
gain soil in preparation for a peace discussion. 
The inquiry di- 


rected to the German Chancellor may lead to some complicated 
conditions. Ju&t suppose for a moment that the next note from 
Prince Max would state that if an armistice were granted a with- 
drawal of German troops from all invaded territory would imme- 
diately begin. Would the United States agree to such a proposal 
and in the light of the note sent by the President would we not 
be expected to agree to it ? Or did the President imply that no 
armistice would be granted until we had driven the Huns back to 
their own soil by shot and sword, This answer would be all the 
more acceptable to the American people. The more complete the 
Hun is defeated the longer he will be to stick his head above the 1 
waters of the nations again and the longer will humanity live in! 
peace and happiness. 


Let the Huns be driven back to their own country beiore an- 


other reply is sent to their whimpering notes. We cannot and 
must not forget the first two years of their victorious armies 
when they scattered reason and justice to the four winds ot the 
earth. When "might was right" and they would listen to nobody 
in their mad passion for world domination. Prince Max does not 
represent the common German people but is only another hireling 
of the Kaiser and with the coming of peace must go the Kaiser 
and his emissaries. The longer one dwells on the thought of any 
kind of a bargain with the German nation the greater becomes 
the desire that the ruling powers of Germany must sufter for what 
they brought upon the world and the more we believe that even 
an exchange of notes with them is out of place.

Bacteriologists who have studied In- 


fluenza epidemics in the past ba,ve 
found In many ,of the cases a -very 
Small rod shaped germ called, after its j 
ttiscov erer, Pfelffcr's bacillus In othe* 
cases of apparently the same kind of 
disease there were found pneumoeoccl, 
the germs of lobnr pneumonia. 
Still 


others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by others germs with long 
names. 


"No matter what particular kind ot 


germ causes the epidemic, it is, now 
believed 
that 
Influenza 
Is alwavs 


spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the veiy small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, and the like bv one 
who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. They may also be carried about 
tn the air in the form of dust coming 
from dried mucns, from coughing and 
sneezing, or from caieless people who 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk 
As In most other catching dise ises, a 
person who has only a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others." 


What should be done by those who 


catch the disease? 


"It Is very Important that every per- 


son who becomes sick with influeni-a 
should go borne at once and go to bed 
This will help keep avtay dangerous 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It is highlj 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep In the same room with the pa- 
tient 
In fact, no one but the nurse 


should be allowed In the room. 


"If there is cough and sputum or 


running of the eves and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis- 
charges are collected on bits of gau?e 
or rag or paper napkins and burned 
If the p itlcnt complains of fever and 
headache, he should be given water to 
drink, a cold compiess to tne forehead 
find a light sponge 
Only such medi- 


cine should be ,,'ivn as is prescribed 
bv the doctor 
It is foolish to ask the 


druggist to prescribe and may be dan- 
geious to take the so called ^afe, sure 
and harmless' lemedies adveitised by 
patent medicine nuinufactuiers. 


' If the patient Is so situated that he 


can be attended onlj by some one who 
must also look after otheis in the fam- 
ily it Is advisable that such attendant 
wear n w tapper, apron or gown over 
tht oidmary house clothes while in the 
sick loom and slip this off when lea\- 
ing to look after the others. 


"Nurses and attendants will do well 


to guild against hreithlng in danger-

Hate and revenge should have no part in a settlement with j 


our affairs with Germany and yet it would seem like a travesty 
on justice if Germany should seize the opportunity presented by 
President Wilson to withdraw her armies from French and Bel- 
gain soil in preparation for a peace discussion. 
The inquiry di- 


rected to the German Chancellor may lead to some complicated 
conditions. Just suppose for a moment that the next note from 
Prince Max would state that if an armistice were granted a with- 
drawal of German troops from all invaded territory would imme- 
diately begin. Would the United States agree to such a proposal 
and in the light of the note sent by the President would we not 
be expected to agree to it? Or did the President imply that no 
armistice would be granted until we had driven the Huns back to 
their own soil by shot and sword, This answer would be all the 
more acceptable to the American people. The more complete the 
Hun is defeated the longer he will be to stick his head above the 
waters of the nations again and the longer will humanity live in 
peace and happiness. 
' 


Let the Huns be driven back to their own country before an- 


other reply is sent to their whimpering notes. We cannot and 
must not forget the first two years of their victorious armies 
when they scattered reason and justice to the four winds of the j 
earth. When "might was right" and they would listen to nobody 
in their mad passion for world domination. Prince Max does not 
represent the common German people but is only another hireling 
of the Kaiser and with the coming of peace must go the Kaiser 
and his emissaries. The longer one dwells on the thought of any 
kind of a bargain with the German nation the greater becomes 
the desire that the ruling powers of Germany must suffer for what 
they brought upon the world and the more we believe that even 
an exchange of notes with them is out of place. Let them with- 
draw their armies from invaded territory as best they can. They 
put them there; let them get them out or be captured. 
The Yanks 


are over there. Let's put some more bonds behind them so they 
will drive them out of France and Belgium before they have a 
chance to go out orderly. A German withdrawal from France 
a la Chateau-Thierry and a la St. Mihiel suits us to a T.

in the head, eyes, enrs, hack or other 
parts of the body and a feeling of se- 
vere sickness. In most of the cases the 
symptoms disappear after three or four 
days, the patient then .rapidly recover- 
ing. 
Sotwe of the patients, however, 


develop pneumonia, or inflammation 
of the ear, or meningitis, and many of 
these complicated cases die. Whether 
this so-called 'Spanish' Influenza Is 
identical with the epidemics of Influen- 
za of earlier years Is not yet known. 


"Epidemics of influenza have visited 


this country since 1G47. It is interest- 
ing to know that this first epidemic 
was 
brought here 
from 
Valencia, 


Spdin. 
Since that time there have 


been numerous epidemics of the dis- 
ease. 
In 1SS!) and 1890 an epidemic 


of influenza, starting somewhere in the 
Orient, spread tirst to Russia and 
theuce over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world. Three years later there 
was another flare-np of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United Slates. 


"Although the present, epidemic Is 


called 'Spanish Influenza,1 there is no 
reason to believe that it originated in 
Spain. Some writers who have studied 
the question believe that the epidemic 
came from the Orient and they call at- 
tention to the fact that the Germans 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front iu the summer aud 
fall of 1017." 


How can "Spanish influenza" be rec- 


ognized? 


"There is as yet no certain way In 


which a single case of 'Spanish influ- 
enza' can be recognized. 
On the oth- 


er hand, recognition is easy where 
there is a group of cases. 
In contrast 


to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
and colds, which usually occur in the 
cold mouths, epidemics of influenza 
may occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most 
intensely in Europe in May, June and 
July. 
Moreover, In the case of ordi- 


nary 
colds, 
the general 'symptoms 


(fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means us severe or as sudden in their 
onset as they are in influenza. 
Final- 


ly, ordinary colds 
do not spread 


through the community so rapidly or 
so extensively ns does Influeuza. 


"In most cases a person taken sick 


with influenza'feels sick rather sud- 
denly, lie feels weak, has pains in tin- 
eves, ears^Jiead or back, and may be 
sore all over. 
Many patients feel 


dizzy, some vomit. 
Most of the pa- 


tients complain of feeling chilly, and 
with this comes a fever in which the 
temperature rises to Jili) to 101. In 
most cases the pulse remains relative- 
ly slow.

What is the course of the disease? 


Do people die of it? 


"Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 


three to four days and the patient re- 
covers. Bnt while the proportion of 
deaths in the present epidemic has 
generally been lo*. In somjB places the | 
outbreak has be^n severe and Depths f 
have been numerous, ^ben death oc- 
curs it is usually the result;of a com- 
plication." 


What causes the disease and how Is 


it spread? 


"Bacteriologists who have studied in- 


fluenza epidemics in the past ba,ve 
found In many ,of the cases a very 
Small rod-shape<J germ called, after it? j 
discoverer, Pfelffer's bacillus. In otbe'f j 
cases of apparently the same kind of! 
disease there were found pneumoeoccl, 
the germs of lobar pneumonia. 
Still 


others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by others -germs with long 
names. 


"No matter what particular kind of 


germ causes the epidemic, it is now 
believed 
that 
influenza 
is always 


spread from person to person, the 
germs being carried with the air along 
with the very small droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, and the like by one 
who already has the germs of (the dis- 
ease. They may also be carried about 
in the air in the form of dust coming 
'from dried mucus, from coughing and 
sneezing, or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk. 
As In most other catching diseases, a 
person who has only'a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others." 


What should be done by those who 


catch the disease? 


"It Is very Important that every per- 


son who becomes sick with influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far and wide. It is highly 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep In the same room with the pa- 
tient. 
In fact, no one but the nurse 


should be allowed In the room. 


"If there Is cough and sputum or 


running of the eyes and nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis- 
charges are collected on bits of gauze 
or rag or paper napkins and burned. 
If the patient complains of fever and 
headache, be should be given water to 
drink, a cold compress to the forehead 
find a light sponge. Only such medi- 
cine should be givn as is prescribed 
by the doctor. It is foolish to ask the 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan- 
gerous to take the so-called ^safe, sure 
and harmless1 remedies advertised by 
patent medicine manufacturers. 


"If the patient Is so situated that he 


can be attended only by some one who 
must also look after others in the fam- 
ily, it is advisable thatTsuch attendant 
wear n wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while in the 
sick room and slip this off when leav- 
ing to look after the others. 


"Nurses and attendants will do well 


to guard against breathing in danger- 
ous disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold o£ gauze or mask while near the 
patient." 


Will a person who has had influenza 


before catch the disease again? 


"It is well known that an attack of 


measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects-a person against an- 
other attack of the same disease. This | 
appears not to he true of -Spanish in- | 
fluenza.' According to newspaper re- | 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
attack of influenza during ll:e epi- 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during the recent outbreak in 
Spain." 


How can one guard against Influ- 


enza? 
j 


"In guarding against disease of all 


kind*, it is important that the body be 
kept strong and able to fight off dis- 
ease germs. This can be done by hav- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sufficient whole- 
some and properly selected food. 
In 


connection with diet, it is well to re- 
member that -milk Is one of the best 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So far as a dis- j 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health i 
authorities everywhere recognize the j 
very close relation between its spread ] 
and overcrowded homes. 
While it is j 


not 
always possible, especially 
in j 


times like the present, to avoid such j 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every j 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd- ' 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh i 
air through open windows cannot be I 
over emphasized. 
i 


"When crowding Is unavoidable, as i 


in street cars, care should be taken to ! 
keep the face so turned as not to In- | 
hole directly the air breathed out by, 
another person.
